Dear Tom,

Two years ago we relocated from New York to the 
southern plains—Oklahoma. 

One activity I miss the absolute most is the cutting of trees 
and splitting of firewood.

This is what I was telling the owner of a local VW 
boneyard in Oolaga (birthplace of Will Rogers), Oklahoma.

out sometime in their wood cutting process, if they wanted it. 

One day in mid-January, 1995, I received a call that they'd 
acquired a large load of wood and wanted some help. With my 
Stihl saw in hand, I cut and split about 2 cords and piled it up 
neatly for immediate use. 

Upon finishing, they thought some sort of payment was 
due and asked how much I wanted. I said, pointing to the five 
acres of VWs, "T'd like to have that sunroof bus out there!" That 
was it! I was the proud owner of a 90% picked over 1960 23 
window bus. 

Three years ago, while on my way to work in my very 
dangerous, very flexible, very rusted, northeastern '64 "De- 
luxe" Kombi, I passed a guy on the side of the road with a 
beautiful white, rust free, naked Kombi, bearing California 
plates. All day I thought I should have at least stopped to check 
out this pearl. After work, I drove that same route home, and 
there! It was still there! What arush! After some words with the 
owner, I bought it. Apparently he had just driven from San 
Francisco and lost use of every gear in his trans and could not 
continue. Thank you, God! Thank you, God! Thank you, God! 

Later that week, I parked my very rusted, but mechani- 
cally sound '64 next to my newly acquired, very solid, but 
mechanically unsound '67 and began a total swap. I basically 
slipped the '64 into the '67, including the drive train, interior, 
wheels, glass, bumpers, and yes, the entire wiring harness and 
electrical system—I converted my '67 to 6 volts.. 

That '64 into the '67 swap worked so well, I decided I'd do 
the same for the 23 window. All I had to do was find any other 
pre-'67 bus and do a swap—except for some glass it would 
work fine. 

A few weeks later, while 
ata VW event in Arkansas, I 
happened across a 1960 seal- 
ing wax red and white Westy 
for $150. 

Upon careful inspec- 
tion, I found this walk-thru 
Westy to have ZERO rust, 
most ofthe wood inside in- 
tact, and the fold down 
sleeper front séat_in excel- 
lent condition. This is—an- 
other of those, I tell my wife, 
"Once in a Lifetime" finds. 
How could I possibly use it 
for parts? This means I have 
another project after my '51 
Beetle, '60 Single Cab, and 
after the 23-window—and I 
still don’t have a parts bus!

Chapter 11: Getting a Handle on It 


uring the restoration of my ‘67, all I had to do with door 
handles was polish and oil them before I put them 


back on. However, while parting out my ‘66 Deluxe, 
one person bought an ignition switch and another was looking 
for front door handles. In the process of finding the right key 
ina pile of keys, the bug bit me. I got curious. Most people who 
have been around buses are aware of the change from lever 
door handles to push-button handles. You ‘67 owners get the 
little finger loop on the rear hatch lock, while earlier buses have 
just a push-button or a T-handle. 

But what about the cargo door handles? They all look the 
same, don’t they? The answer is clearly yes. And no. Single 
Cab owners need read no further. This is one handle you folks 
don’t have to worry about. 

Checking the “Parts List” I found that there was more 
change to that blasted side door handle design than any of the 
others. All side door handles were the same (221.841.631) 
until ‘55, when they went to 631A. They were changed in ‘58 
(631C) and again in ‘63 (631E). Further modifications were 
made after that. If you remove your cargo door handle and look 
at the part number cast on the underside, you may not see 
exactly any of those part numbers. I found I have a 631E/F and 
a 631H/G. Modifications must have progressed rapidly be- 
tween ‘63 and ‘67. But that’s not the odd part (pun intended). 
Those handles meant for Delivery Vans (Models 211-216) got 
a different handle from all other models, including a corre- 
sponding 211 prefix instead of 221 for the part number. I don’t, 
as yet, have a definitive answer on why Delivery Vans had 
different handles. 

I had four cargo handles I could check and I began pulling 
handles off my buses to take inside for comparison. One thing 
common to door, cargo door and rear hatch locks is that they 
all have a tiny set screw (usually covered with a dab of sealer 
and years of crud) which can be removed so the core of the lock 
comes out and can be changed. Ignition switches don’t have 
that option. According to the Workshop Manual, door handles 
were changed to match the ignition, not the other way around. 
With handles and keys and solvent in front of me, I removed the 
set screws and pulled the cores. 

For those not familiar with terminology, when you insert 
akey, you insert it in a core or cylinder. Inside the core are two 
more pieces: tumblers and springs. Every tumbler has a spring 
and the number of tumblers can vary, usually from four to 
eight. The springs hold tumblers in the “out” position so the 
core won’t turn. The cuts in the key push the tumblers aside as 
the key goes in the keyway. If the key fits, all the tumblers are 
pushed flush with the outside of the core and the core will turn. 
It’s the turning core that actually does the unlocking. 

At any rate, if you have an odd handle on the side door, 
pulling the core and trying to make it match your ignition 
switch is the way to go. Pulling cores is not for the weak at

heart. It’s easy enough to insert the key, remove the set screw 
and pull the core out, but watch out. When manufactured, all 
tumbler/spring combinations are peened into place, that is, a 
little bit of the metal is bent over the end of the tumbler so it 
won’ t pop out. Over the years, that peened material wears to the 
point that when you pull the core, some or all of the tumblers 
fall out when the core is pulled. If you don’t put them back 
where they came from, your key will not longer fit. 

What I found when I pulled the cores was that I had three 
variations. Though I have three ‘67s and a ‘66 parts bus, one of 
the handles was from a ‘62. It was easy enough to identify the 
“62 handle (besides the C suffix on the part number). Ithad only 
four tumblers and no little flapper door to close the keyway 
from water and ice and would not possibly fit the later model 
handles. The later models had eight tumblers, and water/ice 
protection. The third variation was slight, just a minor change 
in the shape of the later-type core. So, VW did actually make 
some improvements: more security and less chance of freez- 
ing. Those of you in warmer climates just get the security 


advantage. P

Registry

We began collecting information for the NEATO “Old Bus 
Registry” back in 1994, and soon we’ll be able to publish the 
First Edition. 

I’ve finished the “data entry” phase, having read/typed 
through 270 stories, histories, descriptions and have a Top Ten 
List of examples of the abuse or “adaptive reuse” of a bus: 


10) Left in barn for 25 years. 

9) Left outside for 25 years without sunroof. 
8) Sunk to the frame in muck. 

7) Trees growing up through the sunroof. 

6) Towed (stripped) to police impound. 

5) Used as a dog house. ~ 
4) Used as a chicken coop. 

3) Nearly cut in half by an Olds. 

2) Used as dune buggy 


And after all of that, the #1 example of abuse of a bus is the 
story of a bus turned into a septic tank. 

Interesting anecdotal asides: There’s the Julia Roberts 
bus, a’65 Yellow Deluxe. And there’s the bus bought from the 
estate of a guy who shot his wife and himself an hour after 
painting his bus. (Wear the mask when you paint folks!) 

The Old Bus Registry should be available by the next issue 
of Old Bus Review. We also hope to combine the Registries of 
Type 2's from Bulli-Kartei in Germany and the Split Screen 
Van Club in the UK.

Turning the core turns an offset cam on the end of the core. 
That cam slides the secondary locking mechanism, a pin inside 
the handle. When moved, the pin extends from the handle and 
catches in a slot in the escutcheon. VW even made a modifica- 
tion to that pin. Early pins were round. Sometime in ‘66 or ‘67 
they began using a stronger, square pin. 

If you don’t have the escutcheon (the outside chrome ring 
that the handle rests in), locking the handle with a key will do 
no good. That is because, as stated above, it is only the 
secondary locking mechanism. The primary locking mecha- 
nism is the little switch-like lever on the inside of the door. 
When that is locked from the inside, even the key on the outside 
cannot unlock the door. I can only speculate on the reasons for 
this. Maybe the little secondary pin was judged too flimsy. It 
could be forced without too much effort. Modifying the mecha- 
nism to actuate the primary lock from the outside may have 
prevented too many problems. Who knows? Keep in mind I 
have later splitties. Maybe someone with a barndoor bus can 
provide some insight on their functions. 

What is really puzzling is why, with all those differences, 
didn’t they come up with a handle that wouldn't shake loose 
and fall out? All of them depend on that 5 mm Phillips screw 
(and lock washer) on the inside handle to keep them on. No 
wonder my ‘67 Westfalia came with a Stanley handle from the 
local hardware store! Certainly I’m not the only one with an 
oddball handle on the side. Rumor has it that cargo door 
handles were designed for a different key. I have trouble 
believing that. I suspect that so many rattled loose and fell out, 
that many buses have a bastard handle there. My word to the 
wise: use the lock washer AND your favorite thread locking 
compound or you’ ll eventually lose that handle.

Buses By The Arch #9

Chapter 2: Day Two and Still #1 


É the last installment, which was the first installment, the 
gathering of Buses at the campground at Cherokee Lakes 
was shaping up to be a regular homecoming. Day one brought 
a mix ofexcitement and tranquillity that was only enhanced by 
going tosleep on Friday night surrounded by VW campers who 
didn’t think Bus Nuts were a threat to the gene pool, and 
waking up Saturday morning surrounded by even more camp- 
ers of the same persuasion. A little after 6 AM you could hear 
the sliding doors on the Bubblefronts and the Waterbuffaloes 
rolling back and the sounds of the campfires crackling to life. 

Thad some eggs and fried potatoes on a plate so I took the 
plate and a cup of coffee across the path to a picnic table where 
Douglas Duncan was having breakfast. In a few minutes we 
were joined by Gary Jarrett. At first I didn’t recognize Gary 
because he wasn’t leaning over his engine pondering an oil 
leak. This was the notorious oil leak sprung in a very thinly 
populated part of Texas on the return leg of a 3000 mile round 
trip from Mississippi to Mexico, as described in OBR #32. But 
then the term “freakout time” came up in conversation and I 
instantly recognized Gary and his former predicament. Dou- 
glas and Gary and I were laughing about that particular form of 
expression at the picnic table, but out on the road it’s more 
paralyzing than funny. You sense something seriously wrong 
with your Bus, and the resultant toxic shock you get is the next 
best thing to hearing someone greet you with “Hi. I’m Leroy 
from the IRS and I'll be your tax auditor today.” Freakout time. 
One more reason to keep a bottle opener in the toolbox and a 
six-pack of Pepto-bismol in the cooler. 

A little later on, when it came time to roll out on the 
roadside for the caravan through the country, Douglas didn’t 
seem too overtly concerned about falling into line. In fact be 
had just poured another cup of coffee over by his orange pop- 
top and was in the very casual process of swinging his legs back 
onto the seat of the picnic table. 

“You figure on taking that tour?” I said. 

“Well,” he said, more casual than ever, “I did that lasttime, 
so this time I think I'll just stay here and relax.” There was a 
smile that went along with the words that spoke volumes about 
the satisfaction of being. Much as advertising tells us to “just 
doit,” something keeps bubbling up through the middle of your 
average Busser that says “just be it.” If a time is seen when the 
world is mostly goodness falling into place, is it more impor- 
tant to stay on that wavelength or to stay on schedule? Dumb 
question. Still I got on schedule. Like a good boy I fired up the 
Old Blue Bummer and eased it out of the campground. But on 
the way out to the highway, I took a few moments to project 
myself into the next Archfest. There I was, looking at a perfect 
day, just like this one, with no threat from heat, cold, or rain. 
Sunlight filtered down through the trees, gauzily, and every- 


where there were buses, and people who treated them like they 
wanted to keep them. Most of them were gearing up for the 
caravan and somebody would say to me as I would be very 
casually carrying a cup of coffee from my bus to a picnic table, 
“You figure on taking that tour?” There would be a pause and 
then I would say “Well—” with my best Douglas Duncan 
smile—‘T did that last time, so this time I think I'll just stay here 
and relax.” You have to love that about the future. With just a 
little bit of planning and a small amount of luck, you can get it 
to swing back around and let you pick up some of the goodies 
you missed in the past. 

Even before the caravan got moving, it was already 
becoming a spectacle. Bill Bowman asked us all to turn on our 
lights and file out of the campground and park along the 
shoulder of the highway so we could all start out together when 
the time came. Naturally, like the bald spots on Lady Godiva, 
all those putterboxes resting on the side of the road were 
attracting heap-big stares from curious passerbyers. The traffic 
slowed way down, and some of the drivers even pulled over 
and stopped to ask questions. Through it all, I was standing on 
the other side of the road snapping pictures. At first I answered 
the questions of the stoppers like a normal, responsible citizen, 
but after about the third or fourth car the mantle of normality 
became too much to bear and I devolved into a more primitive 
air-cooled creature known as “Busman.” The driver of the next 
car that stopped, alone in the vehicle and unaware of my 
transformation, asked me the same question that I had an- 
swered at least three times before, which was “What’s going on 
here?” 

I looked across the road at the line of Buses, headlights on 
and ready to roll, and even though the sight was unusual, 
something familiar about it caused me to say, “Ben Pon died.” 

“Who?” 

“He invented the VW Bus. Over in Germany. Somebody 
thought we should have a funeral procession over here in his 
honor, so a bunch of us guys who own VW Buses put this 
together.” 

“Cool,” he said, his eye still on the line of Buses. In a few 
seconds his foot was off the brake and he was idling away— 
still looking back at the caravan. x 

Instantly I was ashamed of myself for-such a flippant 
display of insensitivity, but then when I climbed back into the 
Old Blue Bummer I thought vut da heck. Didn’t the guy. say 
“Cool”? That meant he was in awe of Ben’s work, and me 
er, that is, the air-cooled, air-headed Busman, actually brought 
Ben to life by mentioning his death. Still, God knows it was a 
dumb stunt, and as justice would have it, in a few hours He 
would get me. First He would make me suffer greatly physi- 
cally, and then when I could no longer take the pain, He would 
make me endure nineteen different colors and degrees of 
humiliation in front of the caravan. 

In the meantime, we were on the move. Like a herd of tin 
Holsteins we pulled out onto the roadway and motored on up 
to the Interstate, where we made a left turn. I was following 
“Professor Butthead” on this leg of the journey which was to 
take us over to a state road and across the Mississippi River on 
the Golden Eagle Ferry. A record load of 22 Buses made it 
across during a previous Arch, and there was some talk as to 
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whether or not we should attempt 23. When it was felt that 
over-tightening the parking might break more side mirrors 
than records, we packed in 21 and left it at that. 

On our way over to the Brussels Ferry, which would take 
us across the Illinois River, we didn’t waste enough time, 
When you enjoy wasting time, not wasting time is time wasted. 
To travel through the Missouri countryside at the end of 
summer is to travel through a scene that is almost holding still 
for you, as if to give you one last languid look before the season 
pivots into winter. With us moving along at 45 miles per hour, 
rural Missouri was not getting the attention it deserved. At that 
speed, and on a winding route, you had to watch the road. A 
focus on the road is fine if you have all the ingredients for astew 
except the meat, and need a fresh road-kill to complete the pot, 
but other than that a guy likes his scenery to unfold alittle more 
panoramically. Still it was a lot of fun. On this stretch Oris and 
Carol Serpan were ahead of me in their ‘68 single cab, “Yellow 
Dog,” and all kinds and shapes of Buses were streaming along 
ahead of them like a big train of supertoys from times past. Kids 
would bring their bikes to a halt to get a better look and parents 
would stand on their porches, shading their eyes and probably 
wondering if what they were seeing was real or if it was time 
to take their heads into the shop to have their eyeballs adjusted. 

We stopped for a picnic lunch at Pere Marquette State 
Park. Here the caravan got broken up when the cops pulled over 
two of our vehicles as we were leaving. The two vehicles in 
question, which could he classified as dune buggies—or doin’ 
buggies, were near the end of the caravan, and the cops, 
unfamiliar with such creatures, probably mistook them for go- 
carts on steroids. By the time their pedigrees were verified, 
most of the caravan was well on its way back to Cherokee 
Lakes. 

So that left about six of us stragglebackers to thread 
our way back home together, which was both good news 
and bad news. 

The good news was I was following Ray Danner’s 
white ‘63 63-carat diamond. That’s what it reminded me 
of as we wound our way back home. We were tooling 
along parallel with the Mississippi, on the Great River 
Road, which was bounded by high, yellow limestone 
bluffs on both sides. Ray’s Bus was the perfect comple- 
ment to the-arresting scenery. Sunny blue sky, big river 
with yellow cliffs, clean white Bus. The wrap-around 
windows glinted like leaded crystal in the sunlight, and 
the Bus, moving along at an unhurried and almost delicate 
pace looked positively elegant. It was high-standing, like 
all original Buses from that era, and Ray drove it at just the 
right speed to make it look sure-footed and graceful. 

The bad news didn’t make itself known until we 
crossed the bridge and looped back to Cherokee Lakes. 
Ray’s Bus was still directly ahead of mine, still gleaming 
and taking the corners like dance steps, when all at once 
I sensed a situation mucho full of troubleness building up 
in the Old Blue Bummer. It was one of those alarms that 
came on gradually and that I thought I would be able to 
ignore until we got back to the campground. But being 
unfamiliar with the territory, I had no idea of the miles 
remaining, so the suspense made the situation even worse. 


I tried to consult the map while following Ray—to get a 
bearing on our position and plan from there—but since I’m one 
of those guys who can’t chew and walk on gum at the same 
time, this only caused the situation to degenerate from worse 
to worser. When it was seen that to travel any farther thana few 
more miles was to invite a rather messy explosion, I picked out 
a straight spot on the highway bordering a cornfield, pulled to 
a stop, and quickly got out of the vehicle. 

“Overheating?” the driver behind me called out. He’d 
stopped too, when he saw me pull over. 

Overflowing, actually, and red-faced and about to burst, I 
hurried into the cornfield for a few minutes of embarrassment 
and relief. Through it all was the perception of a disembodied 
laugh with a Dutch accent. Was that the spirit of Ben Pon 
coming back to haunt and taunt me about those earlier re- 
marks? Nah, but the point is, sometimes you have to die of 
embarrassment before you can live and learn. 

And if I thought I was in a difficult situation out on the 
road, once we got back to the campground the whole bunch of 
us was faced with another situation that was next to impossible. 
We were supposed to judge the buses. We were given a little 
sheet of paper marked with seven categories: good, gooder, 
better, more better, best, bester, and most bestest. 

Actually there were six categories and they were a little 
more conventional than the ones above, but it’s hard not to 
lapse into silliness in an effort to avoid comment on the 
judging. A guy likes to keep his mouth shut and his pencil in 
his pocket when he walks around acampground where so many

of the buses looked like they just wiggled out of the shrinkwrap 
and opened their doors for the first time. 

But when the slips were in, here’s what happened. We 
formed a semi-circle around the pavilion at sundown and Bill 
Bowman made the announcements: 

Longest distance driven to the event. There was some 
controversy here. Bob McDermott of Milwaukee claimed the 
longest mileage—well over 2000 miles—explaining that Buses 
by the Arch was the end point of a two-week, many-states- 
traveled vacation. However, the sentiments of the crowd 
seemed to favor linear miles traveled, so Tom Forhan took top 
prize. He bought his 1990 Syncro Vanagon in Oregon, drove 
to our event, and from there was to head home to Maryland. 

Best ‘68-‘79 “Bubble-windshield” Bus went to Chris 
Walsh. His was a ‘74 restored camper with the correct (and 
rare) VWoA side tent. 

Terry and Anita Sanders won best 1980-‘92 “Flat-Wind- 
shield” Vanagon with their newly painted, black ‘88. 

Best ‘93-‘95 “EuroVan” went to Spencer Allen (of “don’t 
call me Allen Spencer” fame), and his white ‘95 EuroVan GL. 

Dave McKinney breezed in from Ohio and swept up best 
1950-‘67 “Split-windshield Bus.” He should have won best 
camping set-up, too, since his rig was a fresh and original ‘67 
Westy Campmobile with the correct and comfy Westfalia side 
tent, but some interloper on the north end of the campground 
with a frame-rotten, bowlegged old wreck that was more 
Bondo than factory tin shamelessly bent the results in his favor. 
We saw the lobbying and it wasn’t pretty. Grilled meat passed 
around. Caps coming off the tops of beer bottles. No doubt 
about it, the fix was in. 

But when you saw the carved oak trophy plaques, you had 
to realize that an effort to win was an effort worthwhile. Rick 
Babor made them. I’m having a Cold One as I’m typing this, 
and in between bursts at the keys I’m toasting Rick on his 
artistry and generosity. To get another perspective of Rick, 
check out the month of February on the 1996 Bus Calendar. 

West Coast Metric, Vintage Parts Inc., NEATO, Wolfsburg 
West, Rocky Mountain Motorworks, VWoA, Dennis Wilson, 
Terry Sanders, Dave Hansen, Freddie Garnes, “Professor 
Butthead,” and others donated the door prizes. Bill Bowman 
held the box of names, and while someone else pulled out the 
winning slips, Kathryn Bowman held up the prizes. Something 
about the way she presented them inspired the semi-circle of us 
standerbyers to give forth with a chorus of low-toned and 
soulful oooohs. How would you describe a scene like that? 
Vanna White meets the Southern Baptist Church choir? Doesn’t 
matter; we had fun. And if you had any doubts at all that what 
we were doing might not be right on target, then you weren’t 
there when Bill Bowman handed over a door prize to Dan 
Arrow. 

Jack and Leah Curtright and the campground staff fogged 
off our campsite to nauseate the mosquitoes, but security 
against the invasion of larger critters was provided by The 
Tunabombers and Potato Artillery Corps. Circulating around 
the campground was a rumor that the rock band “Nine-inch 
Toenails” was lurking just beyond our perimeter. If you take 
things at face value, like I do, then you know that a band so 


named is a band that throws rocks and whose members are in 
profound need of a pedicure. And you also know that you don’t 
want these suckerbellies anywhere near your Bus with their 
danged rocks or even without their rocks since they might glom 
onto your drip rail or roof rack with their hands and scratch 
your paint with those hideously long keratinous outgrowths on 
the ends of da feets. Thanks to Brian Wittling, Everywhere Ed 
O'Donnell, and Nick Brucia—dedicated gunners all—we could 
rest easy. They, and a bunch of other young splittie captains, 
would regularly load up the spud gun and send arround over the 
tree tops and into outlying enemy territory. Every time you 
heard the boom of that potato rocket it was almost like hearing 
Robert Frost say, “Good spud guns make good neighbors.” 

Going on lots of visits and having lots of visitors has to be 
one of the main satisfactions of a Busfest. If you just came to 
sit in your Bus and crack lice or pick your feet you were 
definitely in the wrong place. In fact, there was so much 
involvement with visitationism that at times it was hard to find 
anyone home. I wanted to talk to Walt from Texas about his 
Rabbit-powered Bubblefront, but whenever I came around he 
was out ona beer-tasting expedition. Everywhere Ed O’ Donnell 
was another Busser who generated a lot of curiosity, but true to 
his name, was always on the move. To all outward appear- 
ances, his Splittie was an ongoing experiment in the substitu- 
tion of parts. Everywhere Ed had an encyclopedic knowledge 
of all things Volkswagen, and just by turning those parts over 
in his mind was able to get a fairly accurate impression as to 
how they would work as a substitute in an emergency or as to 
how they would work when you just felt like bolting them on 
for the total, freaking, potato-launching hell of it. 

A little later on in the night, when things cooled down, 
Karl Emanuel and his friend Ingrid and I parked ourselves in 
the Old Blue Bummer and settled in for an extended evening 
of Huber Bock, road-kill chili, sweet tea and brandy, and 
stories of Buses and people who are driven by them. Kevin 
Licht and friends were just across the path talking and laughing 
and feeding a huge campfire that lit up the paint scheme on 
Kevin’s Splittie in explicit detail. Karl called Kevin’s Bus the 
“Starry Night” Bus because it reminded him of a Vincent Van 
Gogh painting of the same name. How would I describe it? 
Very expressive. Maybe even dangerous. ile us Bussers 
there in the campground celebrated Kevin’s Bus foritscolorful 
plumage, two rednecks in a truck might see it as a good reason 
tochamber around in the ol’ Winchester. Why woulda guy say 
such a thing? Sometime after this story is told, and after the 
details of a few other tales have been set in ink, we'll have to 
haul out the words pertaining to the half-mile shove and the 
very hairy rollover. 

Meanwhile, back in the Bondo Condo, we were still 
hungry when we ran out of chili so we lit a fire in the stove and 
started slicing and grilling a big ring of horsecock. People 
unfamiliar with culinary slang usually refer to this particular 
food item as “Kielbasa,” which seems kind of redundant when 
my friends of Polish extraction insist that in their native tongue 
“Kiel” means “Equine,” and “basa” translates into “big and 
shiny appendage.” Semantics aside, it was a fine and natural 
smoked sausage that when grilled, not only tasted good, but 
had the added attraction of making the beer taste better. Around 
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midnight, Ingrid yawned about 3 or 4. different times, rose and 
stretched, and excused herself for the evening. 

Rick Rahmberg sat down in her place. You remember 
Rick. He’s psychic. At a hectic time during his life, among 
moves, and worries, and the debilitating pressure of Other 
Things, Rick sold his ‘66 poptop. It’s all there in OBR #38. 
When he came to his senses and realized his mistake, of course 
he wanted it back. Who wouldn’t. But it seemed as irretrievable 
as water poured into sand, since Rick bad moved out of the St. 
Louis area and then came back and had no idea of its where- 
abouts or how many owners it had passed through. Others, 
aware of his “Bus partum blues,” offered substitute Buses for 
sale, but Rick, like a parent listening for the call of his own 
child, refused to adopt, saying he “had a feeling” that someday 
he would find his baby. And whether you want to credit it to 
fate, luck, circumstance, or an affinity between Bus and Man, 
Rick found himself driving past a junkyard one day and there 
near the back and behind a fence was his bus, none the worse 
for its time spent in orphanage. We drank to the reunion, Rick 
and Karl and I, and basked in the satisfaction of a story witha 
happy ending. 

Besides being psychic, Rick was also sensible, and at 2 in 
the morning realized there was no future in hanging around 
with a couple of road-rummies like me and Karl who didn’t 
seem to know when one day left off and the other one began. 

When Rick left, Karl looked down at the sticks of birch 
wood we were using for our fire and remarked that the white 
bark reminded him of Duluth, Minnesota. He had people up 
there, and felt drawn to the area but at the same time was 
repelled by the questions tossed his way when he’d visit. 
Questions like, “Well Karl, when do you plan on getting 
serious with your life?” which translates into, “Well Karl, 
when are you going to start being like me?” Karl was studying 
the fine arts, and some of his relatives in the Duluth area had 
little truck for things purely esthetic. Too many of them came 
up the hard way where the accepted priority was to approach 
life as a kind of war effort. It’s hard to explain to people who 
have spent a lifetime digging trenches, laying in provisions, 
and nailing doors shut that you can hear the sound of music in 
the next room. me 

Even if his relatives had a lot of strip-search questions for 
Karl, most-of them were probably drowned out by the sound of 
air-cosled engines. There are people who drive Buses and 
there are people who are driven by Buses. Karl’s idea of time 
well spent—and this brings me back—is to take aim witha split 
windshield and fire away at the horizon with all the resolve of 
a hundred horses charging out of a burning barn but with only 
half the power. Karl wondered out loud why I didn’t carry any 
spare parts, since his jaunts involved the carrying of much extra 
iron—up to and including an occasional spare engine. 

In response I pointed to my spare bottle opener and 
mentioned that in the engine compartment I kept a tow rope. 

“So if you break down,” Karl said, “you just have some- 
body tow you someplace?” 

“Well, not exactly,” I said, fighting a losing battle to be 
serious. “If I break down and the bottle opener can’t solve my 
problems, then I throw the tow rope over a tree limb and hang 
myself.” 


Some of my silliness could be blamed on the hour—we 
were four hours into Sunday, already—but most of it I’m going 
to blame on Karl. I think it was the story of the broken oil seal 
that finally sent me over the edge. Karl was tooling along 
physically in the state of Illinois and mentally in the state of 
being attentive to the gauges, when all at once he noticed the 
oil pressure going from normal to perverted. The green light 
followed and as all of us members of the Bus community know 
without being told, a green light means “go” at intersections, 
but a green light in your dash means “stop,” and quickly. This 
Karl did, but since the road was without adequate shoulders, he 
simply wheeled his Bus into someone’ driveway and slammed 
on the brakes. Coincidentally, a lady was hanging wash on a 
clothesline near to where Karl came to a halt. Since it’s not 
every day that someone interrupts your laundry chores by 
parking next to your clothesline and dropping a big puddle of 
oil, the lady inquired as to the meaning of it all. And Karl, who 
has a unique talent for projecting an aura of solemnity in the 
presence of the ridiculous, deadpanned, “Well, my Bus just 
broke down and I guess I’m in your driveway.” 

Another thing that broke was dawn. A pink band formed 
on the eastern horizon that foretold of imminent sunrise. Not 
wanting to be seen as a couple of motorheads who were 
hopelessly behind the times, Karl and I put down our beer 
bottles and picked up our coffee cups. We got some over-easy 
eggs going too, and some fried potatoes to soak up the yolks, 
but it was all in vain. We screwed up. We violated Jim Bryant’s 
“Jean M.” rule (Just Enough And No More), by staying up all 
night and now it was going to hurt. All around us the Bus 
People were emerging from their cocoons while we stood there 
hollow in one sense and full of regret in the other. Karl had to 
drive back to Carbondale that very morning and you had to 
wonder how far he’d get before his head would fall in his lap. 
Good thing he had Ingrid along and good thing she had some 
sleep under her belt. Even at that, she looked a little fed up with 
him and probably at me too, so my apologies for the extended 
evening, Ingrid (but at the same time it would have been fun to 
follow your Single Cab back to Carbondale just to see if Karl 
could get out of the vehicle under his own power or if he’d have 
to be unloaded with a log skidder.) 

When two more cups of coffee wouldn’t bring me back to 
life, I fluffed up my pillows, and like a little kid who hates to 
take his nap, went into a pout and reluctantly stretched out on 
the bunk. From my bone-tired horizontal position I could see 
other fresh and rested Bussers in vertical positions moving 
about the campground in an enviable state of casual satisfac- 
tion. The little energy I had left was spent shaking my head in 
disgust, since I had no illusions as to who was responsible for 
my inability to tap into the glow. The government. The last 
thought I had before the snoring started was, “Throw the bums 
out.”
